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3. Three Waves of Feminism 


The progression of feminism is often depicted in terms of waves, each characterized by 
distinct goals and approaches. Initially, the concept of feminism challenged traditional 
societal norms that relegated women to subordinate roles within the family and broader 
community. Where God ordered that each class of His creatures on this earth shall increase 
and multiply, each according to his own kind, the feminist ideology requires that in the final 
stage of the conspiracy, only the governing body shall have the ‘liberty’ to enjoy the 
pleasures-‘-Lusts’ of the flesh, and the ‘right’ to gratify their carnal desires. All others are to 
be made into human cattle, and enslaved physically, mentally, and spiritually in order to 
ensure permanent peace and social security. The following is History of the three waves of 


feminism and the alleged reason for their revolt against their male counterparts: 


1. First Wave Feminism 


The First Wave, spanning the 19th and early 20th centuries in the Western world, focused 
on securing fundamental legal rights for women, such as the right to vote and the ability to 
own property. This movement was closely intertwined with the abolitionist movement, both 


advocating for social reform and liberation from oppression. 


However, the achievements of the First Wave were limited by their exclusivity, particularly 
in relation to race. While white women made significant strides towards suffrage, black 
women continued to face discrimination and disenfranchisement. The movement's focus on 
the concerns of white women further marginalized minority voices, leading to the formation 


of separate organizations advocating for black suffrage. 


2. Second Wave Feminism 


The Second Wave of feminism emerged in the mid-20th century, building upon the 
achievements of its predecessor. This wave addressed cultural barriers to women's equality, 


challenging traditional gender roles and advocating for reproductive rights. Figures like 
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Betty Friedan and Gloria Steinem played key roles in highlighting the ‘systemic’ inequalities 


faced by women in various spheres of life. 


3. Third Wave Feminism 


The Third Wave of feminism, which gained momentum in the late 20th century, sought to 
address the shortcomings of earlier movements and embrace a more inclusive approach. 
This wave acknowledged the intersectionality of oppression, recognizing that issues of race, 
class, sexuality, and gender identity are interconnected. It emphasized the importance of 
representation and diversity within the feminist movement, striving to amplify the voices of 


feminists. 


While each wave of feminism faced criticism and internal divisions, they collectively 
contributed to shifting societal perceptions of traditional and biological role of men and 


women and advancing the cause of bestiality. 


For example, the third Wave spread further into pop culture and media. The Vagina 
Monologues by Eve Ensler became a national hit and controversy, and expanded dialogue 
on sexuality. The BUST magazine began publishing in 1993 and added a feminist presence in 
the press. Movies and television shows impacted the narrative of the third Wave, such 
as Thelma and Louise, Buffy the Vampire Slayer, 30 Rock and Parks and Recreation. Strong 
female feminist characters to portray women as biologically ‘the equal of men’ became 
more common when adolescent girls became a powerful demographic in media and a 
generation of girls grew up in a completely different feminist environment than their 
mothers. The book Bitch: In Praise of Difficult Women by Elizabeth Wurtzel published in 
1999 is just another example of the third wave bestiality. Another is the reclaiming of ‘slut’ 
with the inception of SlutWalks. The idea was to send a message about the justification of 
rape by referring to a woman’s clothing and appearance, and rape culture as a whole. Trans 
feminism was brought more into the mainstream in the Third Wave. The discussions of 
gender, body image and sexuality that defined the Third Wave of feminism brought more 


inhumanity to the human race.

In the realm of human reproduction, God's design posits that the sacred union 
between a man and a woman is meant to bring forth new life. The primary purpose 
of sexual intercourse, according to this design, is procreation, wherein a soul is 
infused into a new human body. However, homosexuals deviate from this plan, 
disrupting the natural order of procreation. Their actions, considered unnatural and 
abominable, contradict God's intentions. Instead of upholding human dignity as 
intended by God's plan, homosexuality represents the lowest degradation of human 


behavior. 


Homosexuals, rather than feeling ashamed of their actions, often resort to sarcasm 
and attack those who adhere to a normal lifestyle. Marshall K. Kirk and Hunter 
Madsen outline three strategies in their book "After the Ball - How America will 
conquer its fear and hatred of Gays in the 90s," which homosexuals intend to use 


against those leading a traditional life. 


1. The first Strategy: Desensitization 


The first approach, termed Desensitization, seeks to diminish the intensity of 
prejudice by gradually exposing people to homosexuality until it becomes 
commonplace and no longer elicits strong emotional responses. This strategy 
capitalizes on the evolutionary tendency to become desensitized to persistent 
stimuli. By presenting homosexuality in a non-threatening manner over time, the 


goal is to reduce animosity towards it. 


2. The Second Strategy: Jamming 


The second approach, Jamming, aims to disrupt the engine of prejudice by 
introducing conflicting emotions. This involves associating negative feelings, such as 
shame, with homophobic attitudes, thereby creating internal conflict and inhibiting 


overt expressions of prejudice. Through repeated exposure to images and messages 
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that challenge homophobic beliefs, individuals may experience discomfort and 


reconsider their prejudices. 


3. The Third Strategy: Conversion 


The third approach, Conversion, seeks to transform the perceptions and attitudes of 
antigay individuals. By associating positive emotions with depictions of gay 
individuals who conform to mainstream ideals, this strategy aims to replace negative 
stereotypes with favorable impressions. Through targeted propaganda campaigns in 
media, the goal is to shift societal perceptions and foster acceptance of 


homosexuality. 


These approaches, while distinct, share the common goal of altering societal 
attitudes towards homosexuality. While the task is challenging, they assert, success 
hinges on widespread dissemination of propaganda through media channels, 


requiring unity and concerted effort within the gay community. 
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5. Three Ruling States 


Sheik Imran Husein, An Islamic Scholar, took a firm stand on the point that there 
exists a grand scheme, shrouded in mystery, through which Israel aims to fulfill its 
messianic destiny, unfolding in three distinct stages. This plan, reaching its climax as 
the so-called ‘chosen people’ return from a 2000-year exile to reclaim Jerusalem, 
their holy land, marks a pivotal moment demanding understanding.

To delve into Britain's actions in establishing the Jewish homeland in Palestine would 


require more space than available here. 


2.The Second State: Pax Americana 


The subsequent stage, Pax Americana, now drawing to a close, proved shorter than 
its predecessor. This era saw America assuming a dominant global role, mysteriously 
safeguarding Israel—a state perceived as arrogant and expansionist—-with numerous 
UN Security Council vetoes. Wars fought on behalf of Israel aimed to secure its 
position as a nuclear superpower. Unlike the colonial wars of Pax Britannica, the 
transition from the first to the second ruling state occurred amid the upheaval of 


two world wars. 


We shall extensively quote the Alison Weir's Book entitled, ‘Against Our Better 
Judgment: The Hidden History of How the U.S. Was Used to Create Israel’ as 
reviewed by Richard C. Cook to provide the evidence that Britain was replaced by 
USA and US, in turn, was used to mysteriously create and protect the State of Israel. 


Richard reviewed Alison’ s book as follows: 
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Against Our Better Judgment: The Hidden History of How the U.S. Was Used to 


Create Israel 


As the crisis involving the Israelis and Palestinians deepens after the October 7 
Hamas attack, we might pause to examine how the state of Israel was created in the 
first place. At the current juncture, as World War III looms on the horizon, as 
massacres are currently being perpetrated by Israel against the civilian population of 
Gaza, with a death toll exceeding 9,000, of which over 4,000 are children, and as a 
Western armada is gathering in the eastern Mediterranean, it is befitting to review 
journalist Alison Weir’ s book Against Our Better Judgment: The Hidden History of 
How the U.S. Was Used to Create Israel. The book was published in 2014, is packed 
with often hard-to-access details, and is masterfully documented. Alison Weir is also 


head of a group she has founded: If Americans Knew. 


Alison Weir’ s book is crucially important in considering ways to gain a broader 
perspective in order to defuse the situation. It is also of keen interest with respect to 
the larger potential conflict, where U.S. political leaders are again trotting out the 
phrase, “Axis of Evil,” this time to describe the nations of Russia, China, and Iran. 
(Sometimes North Korea is tossed in for good measure.) It’ s Iran, of course, that U.S. 
leaders are identifying as an alleged sponsor of the resistance groups in and around 


Palestine, including Hamas. 
Following are what | view as the main points from Alison Weir’ s book. 


My own interspersed editorial comments are in italics. Page numbers are given in 
parentheses only for quotations from the book. 


Origin of Zionism in the U.S. 


Against Our Better Judgment: The Hidden History of How the U.S. Was Used to 
Create Israel begins by explaining that support for Zionism, defined as the desire for 
creation of a Jewish national state somewhere in the world, goes back in U.S. history 
to the late 1880s, around the time that the Zionist Movement was becoming 


prominent in Europe. 
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By the 1910s, there were thousands of U.S. adherents, though many Jews opposed 
Zionism as not in the interests of the Jewish people and certain to result in 
antagonism toward them. Probably a majority of Jews in the U.S. had never even 
heard of Zionism and/or were happy to have assimilated into American society. In 
fact, there was nothing that could even be viewed remotely as an “anti-Semitism 


problem” in the U.S. at this time. 


Role of U.S. Supreme Court Associate Justice Louis Brandeis and Creation of the 


Parushim 


Still, some very powerful people became Zionists, including U.S. Supreme Court 
Justice Louis Brandeis, whose main disciple was future Supreme Court Justice Felix 
Frankfurter. Brandeis formed a secret organization called the Parushim, whose sole 
purpose was to bring about the creation of a Jewish state in Palestine. This Zionist 
organization required an oath that appeared to give life and death power over its 


sworn members. 


“Parushim,” alsospelled “Purushim,” is the Hebrew word from which the name 

“Pharisees” is derived, meaning “separatists.” From the Pharisees came 
Rabbinical Judaism and the idea that, “We should not assimilate or acculturate at 
all.” (prezi.com) | would note that Alison Weir’ s book did not aim at giving an 
account of the deeper motivations of the Zionist movement, other than its claim to 
be areaction to European “anti-Semitism.” For more depth, | would recommend a 
careful reading of the classic The Controversy of Zion by British journalist Douglas 


Reed (1895-1976). 


Justice Louis Brandeis was close to Wall Street banker Jacob Schiff. Brandeis was also 
closely involved with the creation of the Federal Reserve System, as was Schiff, 


though Brandeis’ s involvement in political issues was largely behind the scenes. 


The Federal Reserve, | would add, was largely a project of the U.S. Money Trust and 
the British/European Rothschilds. The Rothschilds were also heavily involved in 
Zionism and in the creation and support of the Zionist state. The fact that Zionism 


was sponsored by some incredibly rich people might cause us to ask to what extent 
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financial rewards played a role in the rapid conversion of many Jews and non-Jews to 
Zionism during this period. For information on creation of the Federal Reserve, see 


my own book, Our Country, Then and Now (Clarity Press, 2023). 


Collaboration Between the Parushim and Great Britain. Justice Louis Brandeis’ s 
Parushim worked closely with Zionists in Great Britain, including travel back and 
forth, to persuade the British government to designate Palestine as a future Jewish 


homeland. 


This was after Zionist leaders had rejected such locations as Kenya. Thus was created 
a “contract” between Britain and the Parushim that if the British would generate 
what became the Balfour Declaration, the U.S. Zionists would endeavor to assure U.S. 
entrance into World War | against Germany on the side of Britain. This contract was 
fulfilled by both parties, though, as in the U.S., many British Jews opposed Zionism 


for similar reasons—as a threat to Jewish assimilation. 


The Balfour Declaration specified that it should be “clearly understood that nothing 
shall be done which may prejudice the civil and religious rights of existing non-Jewish 
communities in Palestine.” (p.97) At the time, non-Jewish communities made up 92 


percent of the population of Palestine. 
Zionism and the Failure to Make Peace with the Ottoman Empire 


World War | begin in 1914. By 1915-1916, the Ottoman Empire, which was allied 
with Germany but not at war against the U.S., offered to make a separate peace with 


the U.S. 


The Ottomans had also offered to allow the Jews of Europe to live at peace 
anywhere in their empire. The U.S. sent a delegation to negotiate this separate 


peace, but Brandeis informed the British Zionists that the delegation was on its way. 


The British Zionists then send their leader, Chaim Weizmann, to intercept the U.S. 


delegation at Gibraltar, where he prevailed on it to call off the negotiations. 


The reason was that the British were going to lay claim to Palestine after the war as a 


homeland for the Jews, so they wanted to assure that Palestine was going to be 
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available for British control. The British design was to break up the Ottoman Empire, 


not leave it intact through a separate U.S.-instigated peace. 
Warnings Against the Zionist Project 


Diplomats within the U.S. State Department both in Washington, D.C., and in the 
Middle East were aware of and warned against the Zionist project, arguing that a 
million Palestinians would be displaced or made virtual servants/slaves of the 


invaders. 
World War | 


In 1917 the U.S. entered the war on the side of Britain, per the Zionist agreement, 
and Germany was defeated, along with the Ottomans. Britain also signed a secret 
agreement with France by which it would get control of Palestine after the war. 
Control was implemented through the vehicle of a British Mandate approved by the 


League of Nations. 


During this period, antagonism against Jews had begun to grow within U.S. society, 
partly in reaction to perceptions that Jews controlled the banks and other financial 
institutions. “The Protocols of the Elders of Zion” had also appeared. While claimed 
to be a forgery from Czarist Russia, the Protocols received credence and publicity 


from Henry Ford and others. 


Germany was aware that the Zionists had contributed to the defeat of Germany in 
WWI. This contributed to the anti-Jewish attitudes of Germans after the war and was 


a factor in the later Nazi anti-Jewish policies. 


During WWI, the Parushim gave the FBI a list of Americans who were opponents to 


Zionism or the war. 


Many of these people were arrested and sent to prison. Through all of this, Brandeis 
was directing matters from behind the scenes. He was arguably the most powerful 
person in the U.S., but his political activities were secret or carried out through 


proxies. 
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At the end of WWI, President Woodrow Wilson sent a commission to Palestine to 
investigate the situation. Known as the King-Crane Commission, its report 
“recommended against the Zionist position of unlimited immigration of Jews to 


make Palestine a distinctly Jewish state.” 


The report stated that “the Zionists looked forward to a practically complete 
dispossession of the present non-Jewish inhabitants of Palestine,” that “armed 
force would be required to accomplish this,” and that “the project for making 
Palestine distinctly a Jewish commonwealth should be given up.” The report of the 


King-Crane Commission “was suppressed.” (p.25) 
Zionism After World War | 


Between the two world wars, a growing number of U.S. Zionists worked to further 
the project for the creation of Israel. In Germany, the Zionists supported the rise of 
the Nazis, as this would lead to German Jews wanting to emigrate to Palestine. In 
Iraq, where the Jewish leaders did not support Zionism, Iraqi Jews were attacked, 
even murdered, to force them to emigrate to Palestine. Without arousing the 
anxiety of Jews around the world that they were unsafe in their homelands, Zionist 
planners believed there would not be enough Jewish settlers to create a Zionist state 


and force the Palestinians out. 


Opponents of Zionism in the U.S. diplomatic service were threatened with having 
their careers destroyed if they did not support the claims that Jews in foreign 


countries were suffering discrimination so should want to move to Palestine. 


The Zionists worked to limit immigration opportunities for Jews elsewhere than 
Palestine, including the U.S. The Zionists opposed measures by the British 


government to limit the number of Jews who could enter Palestine. 
Collaboration between the Zionists and Nazis? 


Building on work by author Hannah Arendt, Edwin Black wrote The Transfer 
Agreement: The Dramatic Story of the Pact Between the Third Reich and Jewish 


Palestine. According to author Tom Segev, 
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“Arendt stated that many Jews would have survived ‘had their leaders not helped 
the Nazis organize the concentration of Jews in the ghettos, their deportation to the 


” 


east, and their transport to the death camps.’ (p.146) This was called the 


“Haavara Agreement.” 


The famous 1930s Jewish boycott of German products may have been instigated by 
Zionists to promote anti-Jewish sentiment leading to more desire among Jews to 
emigrate to Palestine. Other Zionists made claims that persecuted Jews were prone 


to becoming revolutionary communists for the same purpose. 
Zionist Activities between the World Wars 


In the U.S. during the 1920s and 1930s, Zionist leaders muffled talk of a Jewish state 


in Palestine and focused on creating new institutions there as altruistic enterprises. 


An example was Hebrew University, opening in Jerusalem in 1925. Zionist leaders 
complained that most U.S. Jews saw themselves first and foremost as American 
citizens. Organizations like the American Zionist Emergency Council and the United 


Jewish Appeal were founded to generate funding and support. 


Donations to the United Jewish Appeal in 1948 was four times that of the American 
Red Cross. Pro-Zionist publicity and lobbying efforts were unleashed across the U.S. 
Some Jews, like the American Council for Judaism, still opposed Zionism as inimical 
to real Jewish interests. The ACJ opposed the Zionists’ “anti-Semitic racialist lie that 


Jews the world over were a separate, national body.” —(p.152) 


Zionist advocacy in the U.S. had powerful political adherents. New York 
Congressman Emanuel Celler told President Harry Truman, “We’ Il run you out of 
town,” if he did not support the program. Senator Jacob Javits said, “We’ Il fight to 
the death and make a Jewish state in Palestine if it’ s the last thing that we do.” 

(p.38) Zionist propaganda included funding of best-selling pro-Zionist books by 


non-Jews. 


Zionists such as wealthy Wall Street lawyer Samuel Untermyer began to interject 


“dispensationalist” ideas of “Christian Zionism” into the discourse through 
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sponsorship of the “Scofield Reference Bible.” (Untermyer was also a leading 
backer of the Federal Reserve and advocate of the worldwide Jewish boycott of 


Germany.) 


Today, as we all know, “Christian Zionism” among “evangelicals” is part of the 
bedrock support of the Israel Lobby. Leading evangelical ministers like Jerry Falwell 
received large donations from Zionist supporters. An entire “dispensationalist” 

mythology involving the “Rapture,” etc., has been constructed and promoted to 
justify the political union between this group of American religionists and the most 
extreme factions of Israeli politics led today by such figures as Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu. Though Netanyahu has surfaced this mad mythology to cover 
Israeli genocide in Gaza, the topic is not covered in detail in Alison Weir’ s book, so 


will not be dealt with further here. 
Protestant Support of Zionism 


By the 1930s, U.S. Zionists were trying to organize American Protestants in their 
support. By the end of WWII the Christian Council on Palestine had grown to 3,000 
members and the American Palestine Committee to 6,500. The appeal to Protestants 
was based on generating sympathy for refugees, though no mention was made of 
the hundreds of thousands of Palestinians becoming refugees due to the Zionist 
takeover. During the Israeli war of independence in 1947-1949, Christian churches 
and institutions in Palestine were assaulted by the Zionists along with the 


Palestinians. 
Beginnings of Terrorism and U.N. Partition of Palestine 


In Palestine in the 1930s and 1940s, the Zionists tried to buy Palestinian land but few 
inhabitants wished to sell. The Zionists then began to organize terrorist forces to 


drive them out. 


These terrorist groups also targeted British government officials, as Palestine was 
still a British Mandate. Author Alison Weir cites a statement by David ben Gurion, 
Israel’ s first prime minister, that suggests this was at least part of what started 


today’ s worldwide phenomenon of terrorism. 
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By the start of the 1947-1949 war, Jews made up 30 percent of the Palestinian 


population but owned only 6-7 percent of the land. 
In 1947, Britain turned its Palestine Mandate over to the U.N. 


A General Assembly resolution to partition gave the Zionists 55 percent of the land 


of Palestine. 


The U.S. State Department opposed the partition plan as against the wishes of local 


people and in violation of U.S. interests and of democratic principles. 


Officials warned that partition “would guarantee that the Palestine problem would 


be permanent and still more complicated in the future.” (p.45) 


Officials said the proposal was for “a theocratic racial state” that discriminated 
“on grounds of religion and race.” (p.45) The leading anti-Zionist Department of 
State official, Loy Henderson, was exiled by his superiors to a post as ambassador to 


Nepal. 
U.S. Government Opposition to Zionism 


Nevertheless, virtually the entire U.S. executive branch was opposed to a Jewish 
state in Palestine. Statements and reports were made by a 1946 commission headed 
by Ambassador Henry F. Grady, the CIA, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and Undersecretary 


“as 


of State Dean Acheson. A 1948 report of the Joint Chiefs of Staff stated that, The 
Zionist strategy will seek to involve [the U.S.] in a continuously widening and 
deepening series of operations intended to secure maximum Jewish objectives.” 


(p.47) 


Jewish leaders were well aware that U.N. partitioning of Palestine was temporary 


and that over time, the Jewish state would expand to absorb the entire region. 


The concept of “Eretz Israel” was formulated, whereby the Zionist state would 
encompass Transjordan, as well as parts of Lebanon and Syria. Zionists also had 
begun using U.S. antagonism toward the Soviet Union as an argument for creation of 


a pro-Western Jewish state. This hearkened back to the early days of Zionism, when 
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Zionist leaders characterized their proposed state as a bulwark of British influence in 


the Middle East; i.e., as an extension of British colonialism and geopolitics. 


Today, pro-Zionists make the argument that Israel is an outpost of benign 

“Judeo-Christian” influence in the Middle East, as they try to arouse antagonism 
toward the one billion Muslims in the world in a purported “clash of civilizations.” 
Such attitudes became prominent in U.S. politics during the “WaronTerror” of the 
Bush/Cheney administration that continues today through U.S. labeling of 
anti-Zionist groups like Hamas and Hezbollah as_ “terrorist” organizations. This is 
despite the historical fact cited above that it was the Zionists who introduced 


terrorism into the Middle East. 


U.S. Recognition of Israel and the Role of President Truman. The U.S. was the first 
country to recognize Israel as an independent state when on May 14, 1948, 
President Harry Truman issued a statement of recognition following Israel’ s 


proclamation of independence on the same date. 


Truman’ s main motivation was believed at the time, and still is today, the winning of 


Jewish support in the presidential election that year. 


His decision was strongly opposed by Secretary of State George Marshall, Secretary 
of Defense James Forrestal, the CIA and National Security Council, and top State 


Department official George Kennan. Intelligence agent Kermit Roosevelt wrote: 


“The present course of world crisis will increasingly force upon Americans the 
realization that their national interests and those of the proposed Jewish state in 


Palestine are going to conflict.” (p.51) 


Contrary to the belief that U.S. oil interests promoted the Zionist project, officials 
argued that U.S. ability to access Middle Eastern resources would be adversely 


affected. Truman also had pro-Zionist insiders at high levels of his administration. 
Author Alison Weir points out that bribery also played a part. “Gore Vidal wrote: 


“Sometime in the late 1950s, that world-class gossip and occasional historian, John 


F. Kennedy, told me how, in 1948, Harry S. Truman had been pretty much 
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abandoned by everyone when he came to run for president. Then an American 
Zionist brought him two million dollars in cash, in a suitcase, aboard his whistle-stop 
campaign train. ‘That’ s why our recognition of Israel was rushed through so fast.’ ” 


(p.167) 


Jewish businessman Abraham Feinberg explained his raising of cash for Truman in an 
oral history interview published by the Truman Library in 1973. The CIA also 


discovered Feinberg’ s illegal gun-running to Zionist groups. 


| may be the first writer to point out that Truman’ s action in accepting bribes, if 


discovered, could have been seen and treated as an impeachable offense. 
Zionist Takeover of Palestine 


At the time of Israel’ s proclamation of independence and immediate U.S. 
recognition, the U.N. resolution of partition had been passed, with war ensuing 


between Zionist and Arab forces. 


The U.N. General Assembly adopted the partition plan by 33 votes to 13 with 10 
abstentions, with many nations subjected to intense Zionist lobbying and threats. 


For instance, 


“Financier and longtime presidential adviser Bernard Baruch told France it would 


lose U.S. aid if it voted against partition.” (p.55) 


A Swedish U.N. mediator, Count Folke Bernadotte, was killed by Zionist assassins. To 
this day, no accepted legal authority for the U.N. in its partitioning of Palestine has 
ever been demonstrated. In other words, it was likely an extra-legal action in 


response to Zionist lobbying. 


Though sporadic violence between Jews and Palestinian Arabs had taken place over 
the previous two decades, the Zionists committed wholesale massacres of 


Palestinians after the U.N. resolution for partition. 


By the end of Israel’ s war of independence in 1948, over 750,000 Palestinians had 


been expelled from Zionist-controlled territory. Israeli historian Tom Segev wrote: 
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“Israel was born of terror, war, and revolution, and its creation required a measure 
of fanaticism and cruelty.” (p.58) Today this is called in Arabic the “Nakba” — 


“catastrophe.” 


The most well-known massacre took place at the village of Deir Yessin in April 1948, 


before any Arab armies had joined the fight. 


There, 254 villagers were murdered in cold blood. The heads of two militias present 
at Deir Yessin, Irgun and the Stern Gang, were Menachem Begin and Yitzhak Shamir, 
both of whom later became prime ministers of Israel. The Irgun bombed the King 


David Hotel in Jerusalem on July 22, 1947, killing 86. 
The Stern Gang also solicited aid from the Axis powers during WWII. 
Zionist Front Organizations in the U.S. 


During the 1930s and 1940s, the Zionists created a number of front organizations to 


raise money used to finance militant activities in Palestine. 


After WWII, the U.S. maintained an arms embargo against Israel and the Middle East. 
Foremost among the sponsors of the front organizations intended to skirt the 


embargo was Irgun. 


One group, the Jewish Army of Stateless and Palestinians Jews, claimed it was 
formed to fight the Nazis in Europe, but was intended instead to fight the British and 
Arabs in Palestine. These groups espoused such radical ideologies as the idea that 

“non-Jews are the embodiment of Satan, and that the world was created solely for 


Jews.” (p.67) 


Another group, headed by Orthodox Rabbi Baruch Korff, hatched a plot to blow up 
the British foreign office in London that was exposed in the New York Herald Tribune. 
Through political influence, U.S. charges against Korff were dropped. Later he 


“became a close friend and fervent supporter of President Richard Nixon, who

called him ‘my rabbi.’ 


Nixon’ s support for Israel manifested in the gigantic airlift of military supplies that 


helped save Israel from defeat in the 1973 Yom Kippur War. Another major

organization raising money for sending arms to the Zionists in Palestine was the 
Sonneborn Institute. Between 1939 and May 1948, the Jewish Agency for Israel was 


also active, raising the equivalent today of $3.5 billion. 
Financial Backers of Israeli Independence 


In an April 19, 2018 article in Tablet (tabletmag.com) entitled “Gangsters for Zion: 
Yom Ha’ atzmaut: How Jewish mobsters helped Israel gain its independence, Click 


Here Robert Rockaway wrote: 


“In 1945, the Jewish Agency, the pre-state Israeli government headed by David 
Ben-Gurion, created a vast clandestine arms-purchasing-and-smuggling network 
throughout the United States. The operation was placed under the aegis of the 
Haganah, the underground forerunner of the Israel Defense Forces, and involved 
hundreds of Americans from every walk of life. They included millionaires, rabbinical 
students, scrap-metal merchants, ex-Gls, college students, longshoremen, 
industrialists, chemists, engineers, Protestants and Catholics, as well as Jews. One 
group, who remained anonymous and rarely talked about, were men who were 


tough, streetwise, unafraid, and had access to ready cash: Jewish gangsters.” 


Rockaway, a professor emeritus at Tel Aviv University, also wrote that through their 
control of U.S. ports, the Jewish mob arranged for arms deliveries to Israel aboard 


vessels flying the flag of Panama. 
Recruiting Jews to Relocate to Palestine 


“Zionist cadres infiltrated displaced persons’ camps that had been set up to house 
refugees displaced during WWII. These infiltrators tried secretly to funnel people to 
Palestine. When it turned out that most didn’ t want to go to Palestine, they worked 


to convince them—sometimes by force.” (p.74) 


Another recruiting source was Jewish foster children in Christian homes. The Zionists 
claimed to be the sole representative of all the world’ s Jews in order to legitimize 
efforts to divert war survivors to Israel, not to countries like the U.S. to which many 


preferred to go. 
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“After a voluntary recruitment drive netted less than 0.3 percent of the DP 


[displaced persons] population, a compulsory draft was implemented.” (p.79) 


Some draftees were required to fight in Palestine in the Zionist war of independence. 
Meanwhile, the secretive Sieff group was formed in Washington, D.C., to carry out 
back channel lobbying for the Zionist project. The group was protected by such 
powerful individuals as Supreme Court Justice Felix Frankfurter, Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau, Jr., and the aforementioned financier and presidential 


adviser Bernard Baruch. 
Fate of the Palestinian Refugees 


Three-quarters of a million Palestinian refugees fled to neighboring regions in a 


gigantic humanitarian disaster. A 1948 State Department report stated 


“The total direct relief offered-:-by the Israeli government to date consists of 500 


cases of oranges.” (p.83) 


The value of land confiscated by the Zionists amounted to $5.2 trillion in today’ s 
dollars. Christians also suffered as “numerous convents, hospices, seminaries, and 
churches were either destroyed or cleared of their Christian owners and custodians.” 
(p.83) Efforts by U.S. government officials to withhold aid to the Israeli government 


due to the refugee crisis were overruled by President Truman. 
Zionism and the Media 


Even as early as WWI, the Zionists exerted almost complete control over the U.S. 
press. This included placing pro-Zionist articles in prestigious newspapers like The 


New York Times. In 1953, author Alfred Lilienthal wrote: 


“The capture of the American press by Jewish nationalism was, in fact, incredibly 
complete. Magazines as well as newspapers, in news stories as well as editorial 
columns, gave primarily the Zionist views of events before, during, and after 


partition.” (p.86) 
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Zionist coercion extended to withdrawal of advertising, cancellation of subscriptions, 
and blacklisting of journalists and authors, even those offering a mere trace of 


sympathy toward the displaced Palestinians. 


Particularly emotional in their support of Zionism were the journals the Nation and 
the New Republic. An example of how the Zionists could destroy an author’ s career 


was the attack on then-famous journalist Dorothy Thompson after 


“she began to speak about Palestinian refugees, narrated a documentary about 


their plight, and condemned Jewish terrorism. (p.92) 


We all know that the complete slanting of U.S. media coverage toward Zionism and 
Israel dominates news reporting at all levels and across the ideological spectrum, 


from the top newspapers and networks to what is left of small town journalism. 


This includes so-called “independent” outlets like Breitbart. The start of this bias 
began, perhaps not coincidentally, during the time before WWI when the 
newsrooms of U.S. newspapers were taken over by propagandists sympathetic to 


the Federal Reserve System and the Money Trust. 


Today, of course, we have the internet, which has begun to make inroads into the 
control of the news by pro-establishment media corporations and Deep State 
censors. Internet outlets also must be cautious, however, so are often reduced to 
the role of “limited hangouts,” reporting only selected stories that protest 


particularly egregious Israeli offenses, but never the “big picture.” 


In conclusion we can say that, as Alison Weir’ s book makes clear, it was largely 
American Zionists who financed and enabled the violent takeover of Palestine and 
who thereby share responsibility over the past three-quarters of a century for the 
atrocities committed against a diverse population whose forebears had been living in 


peace and rooted in the region for millenniums. 


This population also inhabited the holy city of Jerusalem, sacred to the Jewish, 


Christian, and Islamic religions. 
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The book also makes it clear that people can oppose Zionism-—the forceful 
establishment of a Jewish national state in Palestine—without being anti-Jewish or 


“anti-Semitic.” 


Of course, most of the indigenous people of Palestine are “Semites” in ethnicity 
and language.

the Hassidic Jews of Brooklyn, N.Y., and Jews in Iran who refuse to support Israel.

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6. Three Waves of Monetary Systems 


The evolution of monetary systems has seen three distinct phases, each marking a 


significant shift in how money operates on a global scale. 


1. First Wave of Monetary Systems: Gold and SIlver Currency 


Initially, money comprised tangible assets like precious metals or commodities, 
ensuring durability and intrinsic value. During the time of gold and silver currency, 
Britain emerged as the dominant global power and established the British sterling 
pound as the international currency, making Britain the primary lender worldwide. 


This marked a pivotal moment in monetary history. 


2. Second Wave of Monetary Systems: Fiat Currency 


In contrast, fiat money, not backed by physical commodities but by governmental 
authority, introduced a symbolic yet tangible form of currency, its value determined 
by governmental decree rather than inherent worth. During the period of fiat 
currency, the rise of the United States as the next global power saw the US dollar 
replace the sterling pound as the international currency, with the USA assuming the 
role of the foremost money-lender globally. The historical trajectories of these two 
leading states, Britain and the USA, highlight a crucial correlation: control over the 
world's currency equates to control over the world itself. This control can perpetuate 
economic inequality by ensuring the rich remain affluent while keeping the poor 
impoverished. It can also secure the allegiance of the wealthy elite, further 
consolidating control over global affairs. Moreover, control over money renders the 


economically disadvantaged powerless to resist oppression. 


The transition through these two phases of monetary systems, from gold and silver 
currency to fiat (paper) currency, demonstrates the evolution of money's tangible 
and symbolic nature. The shift to fiat currency facilitated the rise of the US dollar as 


the world's premier reserve currency, particularly through agreements like the 
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Bretton Woods system. However, the system's collapse in the early 1970s led to the 
emergence of the petrodollar system, wherein the US guaranteed political and 
security support to Saudi Arabia in exchange for the exclusive use of the US dollar in 
oil transactions. This arrangement artificially bolstered demand for the dollar and 


solidified its status as the global reserve currency. 


3. Third Wave of Monetary Systems: Digital (Electronic) Currency 


Yet, geopolitical shifts and impending financial crises suggest a forthcoming 
monetary reset. The transition towards a digital currency, devoid of physical form, 
represents the final stage in this evolutionary process. Digital currency, transmitted 
and monitored electronically, offers unparalleled speed and convenience in 
transactions, ultimately transitioning money from tangible to symbolic to its "super 
symbolic" form. However, this shift also entails significant risks, particularly 


regarding centralized control and potential abuse by governing authorities. 


The advent of cashless electronic money, controlled by a central banking system, 
presents a looming threat of total surveillance and control. Such a system, if 
implemented, could pave the way for the ascendance of Israel as the third ruling 
state globally. The COVID-19 pandemic and the specter of global conflict may 
expedite the imposition of this new monetary order, further solidifying Israel's 


dominance and stifling dissent through financial coercion. 


In the current landscape, central banks are preparing to introduce Central Bank 
Digital Currencies (CBDCs), which would grant unprecedented control over 
individuals’ finances, transactions, and personal information. Some suggest that as of 
March, 2024, ‘SWIFT plans to launch a new central Bank Digital Currency (CBDC) 
platform in 12-24 months and 90% of the world’s central Banks are exploring CBDCs’ 


(Carol Roth interviewed by Michelle Makori, under the title: ‘financial world war coming’). 


While marketed as a convenience, the reality is far more sinister, promising 


pervasive tyranny and suppression of dissent. 


In essence, the evolution of monetary systems reflects a broader shift in power 


dynamics and governance structures on a global scale. From tangible assets to 
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symbolic representations, and now to digital abstractions, the trajectory of money 


mirrors the evolving nature of control and surveillance in society. 


“From the very outset, our purpose was to confiscate all the gold and silver, 
replacing them with worthless non-redeemable paper notes. This we have done... 


By controlling the banking system, we were able to control corporation capital. 
Through this, we acquired total monopoly of the movie industry, the radio networks, 
and the newly developing television media. The printing industry, newspapers, 
periodicals and technical journals had already fallen into our hands. The richest 
plum was latter to come when we took over the publication of all school materials. 
Through these vehicles we could mold public opinion to suit our own purposes. The

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7. Three Global Governance Entities 


The foremost preoccupation of the covert governance apparatus extended beyond 
merely subjugating humanity and assimilating them into a godless global society.

They are not cities in the 
conventional sense but corporations: the City of London, the District of Columbia, 
and the Vatican.

The City of London hosts influential financial institutions like the Bank of England and 
the London Stock Exchange, alongside global entities like the Rothschild-controlled 
banks. Control, particularly exerted by the Rothschild family through the Bank of 


England, extends globally, influencing governments, banks, and _ institutions 
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worldwide. This control, colloquially referred to as "The Crown," extends beyond 
Britain's monarchy, encompassing financial systems, Commonwealth nations, and 


even international bodies like the UN. 


In essence, the City of London Corporation emerges as a formidable force,

The establishment of the Federal Reserve in 
1913, a privately owned entity, solidified control over America's economy by 


international banking interests. 


These events prompt inquiry into whether the US functions as a sovereign nation or 
a corporate entity. There's speculation that US leaders serve the interests of global 
financiers rather than the American populace. Allegedly, the US, along with Canada, 
Australia, and New Zealand, remains beholden to the Crown, represented by the 


financial powers of the City of London, Vatican City, and Washington DC. 
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In essence, the US presidency may symbolize little more than a ceremonial role, with 
true power lying in the hands of international banking elites and transnational 


corporations, ultimately controlled by the financial institutions of the City of London. 


3. The Third Influential City of the World: Vatican City 


Vatican City stands apart from Italy and Rome, representing the final vestige of the 
Roman Empire. Some suggest that the State of Israel also serves as a Roman outpost. 
The Vatican's extensive wealth, tied to investments with the Rothschilds across 
Britain, France, and the US, includes holdings in oil and weapons corporations. Much 
of this wealth reportedly resides in the Rothschild-controlled Bank of England and 
the US Federal Reserve Bank, surpassing that of many banks, corporations, and even 
some governments.

Working in tandem, the three cities ensure global compliance with their agenda, 
with various societies and groups strategically placed worldwide to prevent 
opposition.

evidenced by numerous assassinations. 


The Fabian Society, established in 1887, embodies a blend of fascism, Nazism, 
Marxism, and communism. There are suspicions that these ideologies may have 
been engineered by the same individuals. Remarkably, the Fabian Society has been 
credited with influencing the rise of Communist China, fascism in Italy and Germany, 
and the spread of socialism worldwide. This influence extends to post-colonial British 
Empire policies, with many British-educated natives leading newly independent 
nations possibly affiliated with the society.

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9. Three Sisters Organizations to advance the objectives of the New World 
Order 


According to Paul T. Hellyer, (2014) in his book ‘The Money Mafia: A World in 
Crisis’, the operational mechanisms employed by the Three Sisters Organizations to 
advance the objectives of the New World Order were pivotal in sustaining the 
initiative. Without the proactive backing of these influential entities-the Council on 
Foreign Relations, the Bilderbergers, and The Trilateral Commission—the overarching 


plan for a global restructuring might have faltered. 


1. The First Organization: The Council on Foreign Relations 


Beginning with the Council on Foreign Relations (CFR), it emerged as the oldest 
among the trio, gaining significant traction during World War Il. Its influence surged 
notably with the crafting of comprehensive policies well before the war's end, 
envisioning a leadership role for the United States in a post-war global framework. 
The Council's integration with the U.S. State Department during this period further 
solidified its impact, shaping pivotal decisions concerning international economic 
institutions and the formation of the United Nations. Central to its agenda was the 
promotion of U.S. economic interests under the guise of the "national interest," 


primarily benefiting the ruling elite. 


The CFR's pervasive influence extended across various sectors of power, evident in 
the frequent overlap between its members and key governmental positions. Notably, 
the majority of CIA directors and many U.S. presidents have been affiliated with the 


CFR, underscoring its entrenched role in shaping national and international agendas. 


Political contests often reflected the CFR's dominance, with its members frequently 
vying for presidential office. This pattern persisted for decades, with only sporadic 
interruptions, further emphasizing the organization's enduring influence over 
American politics. Membership in such established circles became a coveted status 
among ambitious politicians, offering a pathway to insider privileges and 


safeguarding against outsider scrutiny. 
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While some downplay the Trilateral Commission's significance in global affairs, 
attributing ultimate authority to the CFR, others recognize the combined influence of 
the Bilderbergers, CFR, and Trilateral Commission, along with their clandestine 


associates, in orchestrating global governance. 


2. The Second Organization: The Bilderberg 


Originating from the vision of Dr. Joseph Retinger, an influential figure within the 
Polish government in exile during World War II, the Bilderberg Group emerged as a 
platform for fostering European unity and transatlantic relations in the post-war era. 
Retinger's advocacy for a federal union among European nations, aimed at 
preventing the recurrence of conflict, gained momentum during a pivotal gathering 
at Chatham House, London, a counterpart to the Council on Foreign Relations. The 
inaugural meeting of the Bilderberg Group took place in May 1954 at the Hotel de 


Bilderberg in Oosterbeek, Holland, chaired by Prince Bernhard of Holland. 


Comprising delegates from various sectors such as business, banking, politics, and 
academia, the Bilderbergers maintained a balanced representation of conservative 
and liberal viewpoints, ensuring the group's pragmatic influence across shifting 
political landscapes. Notably, the group facilitated constructive dialogue on pressing 


international issues, contributing to major debates within Western spheres. 


The Bilderberg Group's clandestine nature initially shielded its proceedings from 
public scrutiny, with its annual meetings attracting top political figures, industrialists, 
and media heads from around the world. However, concerns arose regarding the 
group's methods and motivations as its influence expanded. Despite its noble 
intentions of fostering European unity, critics argue that the group's actions have 
inadvertently led to a continent in crisis, with Germany's ascendancy reminiscent of 
its ambitions during World War II, albeit achieved through diplomacy and economic 


influence rather than military means. 


The Bilderbergers' strategic outreach is exemplified by their practice of rotating 
meeting locations annually, ensuring access to key decision-makers across borders. 


Daniel Estulin's revelations about the group's discussions, particularly concerning the 
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potential breakup of Canada, shed light on the interconnectedness between the 
Bilderberg Group and entities like the Council on Foreign Relations. The prospect of 
Quebec's unilateral declaration of independence, which nearly materialized in 1995, 
underscored the geopolitical ramifications and potential collusion between political 


elites and separatist movements. 


Ultimately, the Bilderberg Group's influence underscores the importance of civic 
engagement and vigilance in safeguarding democratic values and_ national 
sovereignty. Awareness of covert machinations within elite circles is crucial for 


preserving the integrity and stability of democratic institutions. 


3. The Third Organization: The Trilateral Commission 


The Trilateral Commission, the youngest among the triad advocating for globalization 
and a New World Order, was formally established in July 1973. Its inception can be 
attributed to the insights of Zbigniew Brzezinski, then a professor at Columbia 
University, who recognized Japan's rising global influence. Brzezinski's Tripartite 
Studies, conducted under the Brookings Institution's auspices, laid the groundwork 
for a trilateral partnership encompassing North America, Western Europe, and 


Japan. 


David Rockefeller, intrigued by the prospect of fostering cooperation amid escalating 
tensions among these regions, garnered crucial support for the initiative during the 
1972 Bilderberg annual meeting. The Trilateral Commission emerged as a conduit for 
elite collaboration, albeit with transparency regarding its objectives. However, its 
elitist and antidemocratic ethos became apparent in a 1975 report, "The Crisis of 
Democracy," which highlighted concerns about the challenges democratic 


governments faced in highly educated and mobilized societies. 


The Trilats, a shorthand encompassing the combined influences of the Trilateral 
Commission, the Council on Foreign Relations, and the Bilderbergers, wielded 
significant political power. Their involvement in elevating Jimmy Carter to the 
presidency exemplifies their capacity to shape political landscapes. Carter's ascent, 


facilitated by Trilat connections within the media, epitomized their ability to 
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orchestrate political outcomes. Subsequently, Carter appointed numerous Trilats to 


key positions in his administration. 


However, disillusionment with Carter prompted the Trilats to pivot toward George 
Bush, culminating in his presidency through a Reagan-Bush ticket. Bill Clinton, 
another Trilat favorite, benefited from their support during his candidacy. Clinton's 
tenure saw significant policy shifts, including the negotiation of NAFTA, aligning with 


the Trilats' agenda of promoting free trade. 


Clinton's presidency marked a transformation within the Democratic Party, veering it 
toward centrist policies, akin to the Republican Party. This shift undermined 
traditional alliances and marginalized voices advocating for sovereignty and social 
justice. Clinton's alignment with Trilat interests exemplified the organization's 


influence in shaping political ideologies and limiting democratic choices. 
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10. Three Phases of Democratic Expansion 


The cycles of democracy represent significant periods of cultural assimilation that 
have bridged global cultural disparities, ushering in a more uniform way of life 
worldwide. This process, driven by democratization and influenced by globalization, 
sees the widespread adoption of Western cultural elements across the globe, leading 
to the emergence of a ‘global culture.’ This phenomenon is marked by the 
intermingling of diverse needs, desires, and expectations, facilitated by cross-cultural 


entertainment. 


Democracy finds its historical roots in ancient Greek and Roman civilizations. The 
decline of Christianity, termed "the Enlightenment" by European historians, marked 
a shift towards embracing democracy alongside the abandonment of religious and 
moral frameworks. Central to democracy is governance by the desires of the 


populace, yet this principle can inadvertently foster societal decay. 


Initially, globalists justified their colonization endeavors using democracy as a moral 
pretext, positioning it as a superior system to assert their own superiority. They 
bolster this notion by penalizing nations deviating from democratic norms while 
supporting those mimicking them, citing the social and economic success of 
democratic countries as evidence. Essentially, they exploit undemocratic means to 


propagate the illusion of democracy's superiority 


The globalist agenda, contrary to the equilibrium of creation, aims to disrupt the 
natural balance through the manipulation of democracy, employing doublethink 
tactics. Democracy, touted as a panacea by Western politicians, is revealed as a 
deceitful scheme enforced through economic and military power to coerce other 
nations into compliance, enabling exploitation akin to that inflicted upon their own 


citizens. 


Analyzing democracy's purported ideals against its reality reveals its fallacy. While 


democracy professes to represent the will of the majority, the stark reality reveals 
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vast wealth disparities where a minority controls the majority of resources. 
Additionally, democracy's susceptibility to manipulation via media control and 
dishonest political practices perpetuates inequality and serves the interests of the 


wealthy elite. 


In this context, democracy is a system where control of popular opinion equates to 
control of governance. The wealthy elite wield disproportionate influence, shaping 
legislation to maintain their advantage within the democratic framework. Dishonesty 
becomes ingrained in the democratic process, with candidates incentivized to make 


promises they cannot fulfill, perpetuating a cycle of deception and manipulation. 


To expand their influence, globalists propagate democracy in three successive waves, 
seeking to establish client states worldwide. These waves, as described by 
Huntington, represent concerted efforts to disseminate democratic ideals on a global 


scale. 


1. The First Wave of Democratic Expansion 


The initial phase of democratic expansion, known as the First Wave, spanned from 
1828 to 1926. It commenced in the early 19th century with the extension of suffrage 
to the majority of white males in the United States, often referred to as "Jacksonian 
democracy." This period witnessed the spread of democratic principles to nations 
such as France, Britain, Canada, Australia, Italy, and Argentina, among others, before 
the turn of the 20th century. By its zenith, following the dissolution of empires like 
Russia, Germany, Austria, and the Ottoman Empire in 1918, the First Wave 


encompassed 29 democracies globally. 


However, the tide began to turn in 1922 with the ascent of Benito Mussolini to 
power in Italy. The decline primarily affected nascent democracies, ill-equipped to 
withstand the aggressive emergence of expansionist communist, fascist, and 
militaristic authoritarian or totalitarian regimes that staunchly opposed democratic 
governance. The nadir of the First Wave occurred in 1942, when the number of 


democracies dwindled to a mere 12 worldwide. 
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2. The Second Wave of Democratic Expansion 


The Second wave commenced after the Allies triumphed in World War Il and 
reached its peak around 1962, during which there were 36 recognized democracies 
globally. Subsequently, there was a decline in the number of democracies to 30 by 
the mid-1970s. However, this stagnation was temporary, as a new surge, known as 
the third wave, was on the horizon, promising unprecedented changes. Scholars 
have observed that the concept of democratic "waves" becomes less apparent when 
considering women's suffrage. Additionally, certain countries, like Switzerland, 
experienced significant shifts in their democratic stances, with Switzerland only 
granting women the right to vote in 1971, despite being traditionally categorized as 


part of the first wave. 


3. The Third Wave of Democratic Expansion 


The Third wave commenced with significant events such as the 1974 Carnation 
Revolution in Portugal and the Spanish transition to democracy in the late 1970s. It 
was marked by historic democratic transitions in various regions, including Latin 
America in the 1980s, Asia Pacific countries like the Philippines, South Korea, and 
Taiwan from 1986 to 1988, Eastern Europe following the collapse of the Soviet Union, 
and sub-Saharan Africa starting in 1989. The spread of democracy in certain areas 
was remarkable, with only a few democratic nations in Latin America by 1978 
expanding to twenty countries by 1995, leaving only Cuba and Haiti as authoritarian 


regimes. 


Huntington highlights that a significant portion of the new democracies were Roman 
Catholic, with most Protestant countries already having democratic systems in place. 
He emphasizes the impact of the Vatican Council of 1962, which shifted the Church's 


stance from defending the old order to opposing totalitarianism. 


Countries transitioning to democracy during this wave sometimes face challenges of 
democratic backsliding. Political experts believe that, like the first and second waves, 


the third wave is likely to peak and decline. Following the onset of the "war on 
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terror" after the September 11, 2001 attacks, some countries experienced setbacks 
in their democratic progress, although the extent and duration of this erosion are 
debated. However, countries like Portugal, Spain, South Korea, and Taiwan, which 
were part of the third wave, have successfully consolidated their democracies and 


even surpassed many older democracies in terms of strength by 2020. 


The collapse of dictatorships in the Middle East and North Africa, known as the Arab 
Spring, has been linked to events following the fall of the Soviet Union in Eastern 


Europe, according to experts.

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11. The Three Waves of Globalization 


The concept of globalization, divided into three distinct waves, has always been 


shrouded in ambiguity. However, its essence can be distilled into several key points: 


Firstly, globalization involves the outsourcing of production jobs to foreign entities 
by multinational corporations, leading to the erosion of the middle class, a rollback 
of labor union achievements since World War II, and a concentration of power in the 
hands of unaccountable international bureaucrats associated with the New World 


Order. 


Secondly, the agenda of globalization represents a meticulously planned strategy by 
the wealthiest and most influential individuals worldwide to reshape the global 


economy and governance, further consolidating their power and wealth. 


Thirdly, the New World Order envisages a borderless economic realm, characterized 
by laissez-faire economic principles where capital reigns supreme, akin to a form of 


economic Darwinism. 


Furthermore, proponents of globalization seek a homogenized world, contrary to the 
diversity inherent in nature. While nature celebrates uniqueness, globalization 
advocates for regimentation and uniformity, epitomized by the drive for integration. 
However, this integration is not merely about acknowledging equal rights and 
opportunities for individuals of various races, colors, and beliefs; rather, it aims to 
amalgamate humanity into a singular entity devoid of distinct cultural, racial, or 


individual characteristics. 


The process of globalization, spanning the last 150 years, can be segmented into 
three major epochs marked by heightened levels of international integration: the 
half-century preceding World War I, the post-World War Il era spanning a 


quarter-century, and the contemporary period. 
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1. The First Wave Globalization 


During the period of the First Wave of globalization, spanning from 1860 to 1914, 
Europe and North America experienced profound effects from increased 
internationalization. There was a notable acceleration in the flow of goods and 
capital, with financial integration often surpassing contemporary levels. Moreover, 
international migration reached levels surpassing those seen today, with roughly 60 
million individuals departing Europe to colonize new territories and pursue economic 


opportunities in the New World. 


The driving forces behind this wave of globalization were centered on the ambition 
to expand global influence, leveraging advancements in technology to overcome vast 
geographical distances. Between 1500 and 1800, global trade saw a modest increase 
of about 1 percent annually, but this rate surged to 3.5 percent after 1820, with 
European trade alone soaring by 40 percent over the course of the nineteenth 


century. 


At the forefront of this economic transformation was Great Britain, which emerged 
as the world's leading economy by accumulating vast wealth. The foundation of the 
European free trade system was laid with the 1860 free trade agreement between 
Great Britain and France, subsequently attracting many other European nations to 
join. 

Great Britain's adoption of the gold standard in 1816 ensured stability for its 
currency in relation to gold, making the English pound sterling the widely accepted 
currency for international transactions throughout the nineteenth century. Other 


countries followed suit, adopting the gold standard to stabilize their currencies. 


Notably, Sweden and Denmark formed a monetary union based on the gold standard, 
with the kronor serving as the common monetary unit. Norway later joined this 
union, establishing uniform currency values across all three Scandinavian countries, 


allowing for seamless cross-border transactions. 
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2. The Second Wave Globalization 


Following World War Il, efforts to enhance global economic integration were 
formalized through the establishment of international regulations and organizations. 
This initiative was guided by the Bretton Woods Agreement of 1944, which served as

During this era, two pivotal organizations emerged: the World Bank (IBRD) and the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF). Additionally, the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) came into effect in 1948, providing a framework for advancing 


global free trade by gradually reducing industrial tariffs. 


By the 1970s, strains began to surface within the Bretton Woods system, largely due 
to the escalating costs of the Vietnam War and domestic social reform initiatives like 
the 'Great Society’ program, which led to a budget deficit and inflation in the United 
States. In response, President Richard M. Nixon took decisive action in 1971 by 
suspending the convertibility of the dollar into gold, destabilizing the post-war 
international currency system. Furthermore, the oil crisis of 1973 further

By 2006, the value of exported goods constituted 31 percent of 
global GDP, a substantial increase from 12 percent in 1970. Foreign direct 
investment, involving the establishment or acquisition of companies abroad, has 
grown twice as fast as trade. Notably, there has been a particularly rapid rise in 
foreign securities, representing investments that do not entail controlling ownership 


in foreign enterprises.

Leo Strauss, a prominent political philosopher, outlines three waves of modernity in 
his influential essay. He traces the first wave back to Machiavelli, modified by 
thinkers like Hobbes and Locke, which gave rise to capitalist liberalism. Strauss 
argues that modernity's crisis stems from a rupture between classical and modern 
philosophical thought. Classical philosophy, emphasizing man's telos and virtue 
within a hierarchical cosmos, contrasts sharply with modern secularism and 


historical consciousness. 


In summary, modernity embodies a complex interplay of socio-cultural, philosophical, 
and political shifts, characterized by ongoing debates and transformations across 


various domains of human experience. 
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1. First Wave of Modernity 


The initial phase of modernity, often referred to as liberalism, marks a period where 
thinkers like Machiavelli, Bacon, and Hobbes laid the groundwork. This era saw the 
rise of what's termed classical liberalism, championed by figures such as Locke, 
Spinoza, and Mill.

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Rousseau, a modern thinker, critiqued the economistic mindset of the first wave, 
advocating instead for virtue and compassion. He believed that through state 
intervention and economic redistribution, society could achieve universal affluence 


and peace, redefining justice in a more humane light. 


Rousseau's ideology, a reaction to the first wave, essentially repurposed its project 
by asserting control over human behavior to attain a utopian society. This 


perspective led to socialist principles, emphasizing collective economic management. 


The consequence of Rousseau's reinterpretation was the notion of societal progress 
through revolution, driven by the conviction that the current state of society should 
align with egalitarian affluence and peace. This vision necessitated the control and 
reshaping of human behavior towards achieving societal goals, defining justice as 


universal affluence and peace. 


In contrast to liberalism, socialism views the individual as part of a collective effort 
towards achieving universal affluence and peace.

Strauss suggests that while these waves of modernity appear distinct, they are 
interconnected developments revealing the underlying nihilism inherent in modern 


thought. The third wave, building upon the dissolution of human nature and rational

right in preceding phases, highlights the free activity of the will as the sole guide, 


beyond the constraints of nature and reason. 


In this wave, human anguish arises from the recognition of separation from nature 
and the cosmos, leading to a restless striving and alienation. The desire to control 
nature and humanity, as exemplified by Nietzsche, fuels both terror and the struggle 


for dominance. 


Nietzsche envisioned two potential outcomes for humanity: either embrace freedom 
as the perpetual creator of values (the Overman) or succumb to a herd mentality 
devoid of ideals and aspirations (the Last Man). This existential dilemma is central to 


the third wave's philosophy. 


Fascism, politicizing Nietzsche's ideas, sees history as a civilizational struggle 
between Overman and Last Man civilizations. It rejects the economistic utopianism 
of earlier waves, instead glorifying struggle and redemptive violence against nature 


and decadence. 


Unlike liberalism and socialism, which are dialectically linked, fascism stands apart by 
prioritizing the cult of struggle and the rejection of economic determinism. Its 
association with the first two waves lies in its reinterpretation of the modern project

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13. The Three Waves of Messaging 


The evolution of messaging technology over the past two decades can be divided 
into three waves, each with its own distinct characteristics.

communication trends.

19. Three World Wars 


The leaders of a clandestine authority devised a scheme aimed at securing absolute 
global dominance, allowing them to enforce their malevolent ideology upon the 
remnants of humanity following the ultimate societal collapse.

Intriguing pattern of the commencement dates of the three World Wars 


The First World War began on 28 July, 1914 (the day on which Austria-Hungary 
declared war on Serbia) whereas the Second World War began on 01, September 
1939 (the day on which Germany declared war on Poland). The third world war 
began on 24 February, 2022 (when Putin announced a ‘special military operation’ 
against Ukraine). 

Now let us examine the sum. Two methods of addition are used in the calculations. 
In the first method, day (DD), month (MM), year (YYYY) (of a date) are added in the 
following manner — DD + MM + YY + YY. All the given dates give the result as 68 for 
the above type of addition. But, in the second method, where dates are added in the 
following way -D+D+M+M+Y+Y+/Y +Y, the given two World War dates when 
added in the above way, give the result as 32. But to make the Russian Ukraine war 
(the 3rd WW) 32, instead of taking the date as 2 + 4 (‘D + D’), it should be taken as 24 
(‘DD’) in the calculation. 

An intriguing pattern emerges when examining the commencement dates of the 
three World Wars. While the sum of the dates yields 68 through one method of 
addition, a deeper analysis reveals a symbolic significance tied to the tumultuous 
year of 1968.

The repetition of the sum (68) three times hints at a broader ideological struggle,

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22. Three stage of Temple Construction in Jerusalem 


The issue of Jerusalem is of paramount importance for globalists who want to rule 
the world from Israel. History witnessed two periods in which Solomon Temple had 
been built in Jerusalem. Currently, the Globalists have a plan to build the third 


temple in Jerusalem. 


1. The First Temple 


During the era of the First Temple (1200-586 BC), King Solomon erected the 
structure around 1000 BC following King David's capture of Jerusalem, establishing it 
as his capital. Nebuchadnezzar, the Babylonian King, razed the Temple in 586 BC 
upon his conquest of Jerusalem. Today, scant remnants of this Temple can be found 


on the southern slope of the City of David. 


2. The Second Temple 


The Second Temple period (586 BC-AD 70) commenced with the return of Jewish 
exiles from Babylon to Jerusalem in 538 BC under the decree of Cyrus, King of Persia. 
By 515 BC, these returning Jews had completed the construction of the Second 
Temple. The era of the Second Temple is further divided into distinct phases: the 
Persian period (586-332 BC); the Hellenistic period (332-63 BC); and the Roman 
period (63 BC-AD 324). In 37 BC, King Herod undertook significant expansions to the 
Temple Mount and oversaw the rebuilding of the temple with public approval. 
However, in AD 70, during the Roman era, Titus' army devastated Jerusalem and 
razed the Second Temple. This period coincided with the presence of Jesus in 


Jerusalem. 


3. The Third Temple 


Following the destruction of the Second Temple by the Roman forces, the Jewish 
population dispersed across various regions, and the Temple has not been 


reconstructed since. After the Muslim conquest of Jerusalem in the 7th century, 
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Umayyad Caliph Abd al-Malik ibn Marwan ordered the construction of the Dome of 
the Rock, an Islamic shrine, on the Temple Mount in 691 CE. This shrine, along with 
the al-Aqsa Mosque, which emerged around the same period, now occupies the 


space once belonging to the Temple courtyard. 


Presently, there are plans purportedly to demolish the al-Aqsa Mosque to facilitate 
the construction of the Third Temple, intended to serve as the headquarters for the 
Jewish Messiah. However, differing religious perspectives regard the Jewish Messiah 
as the Antichrist and the False Messiah (Dejjal) by Christians and Muslims, 
respectively. The proposed construction of the Third Temple is detailed? by Ella ster 


as paraphrased below: 


The Vatican and the Jesuits have intentions to construct the Third Temple, also 
known as Solomon's Temple, within a fortified city in Jerusalem, mirroring Vatican 
City's exclusivity. The wall surrounding Jerusalem serves not only to delineate 
territories but primarily to fortify the Jesuit enclave, rendering it accessible solely to

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Solomon's Temple 


The First Temple, erected by King Solornon, was built to repioce 
the Tabernacle and to house the Ark of the Covenant.

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23. Three Waves of Intifada 


The onset of a disturbing upheaval on October 7 across Israel, Gaza, Western Asia, 
and beyond underscores the urgent need to address the concerning influence of 
global Zionism. In its current form, Zionism poses a significant threat to individuals, 
communities, governments, and the natural world. Originating in the late 1800s, 
Zionism has propelled the tumultuous establishment, growth, and international 
engagements of the state of Israel through forceful means to establish the world 


government. 


On the October 7 attack, the public was clearly informed that Israeli attacks aimed to 
forcibly remove and displace those referred to as "human animals" by Israeli officials 
residing in Gaza. These individuals, predominantly third-generation stateless 
Palestinian refugees, are largely descendants of those displaced from their ancestral 
lands in 1948. While Jewish Israelis remember the 1948 conflict as the "War of 
Independence," the indigenous Arab population views it as the "Nakba" or

The objective is to carry out ethnic cleansing on the land designated for the 
construction of the third temple. This plan involved orchestrating three waves of 
violations, exploiting Palestinian Intifada to dismantle the Al-Aqsa Mosque and erect 


the third temple. 


Intifada represents a sustained series of protests and violent riots conducted by 
Palestinians in the Palestinian territories and Israel. It originated from collective 
Palestinian frustration over Israel's occupation of the West Bank and Gaza Strip, 
emerging almost twenty years after the 1969 Arab-Israeli War. While intifada's overt 
goal appears to be popular uprisings aimed at ending Israel’ s occupation and 
establishing an independent Palestinian state, its covert agenda was to 
systematically provoke Palestinians to justify their removal from their homeland. 
This plan was devised to unfold in three phases, with the third wave commenced in 


2023. 
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1. First Wave Intifada 


The initial wave of the Intifada began in December 1987 and concluded in 
September 1993 with the signing of the first Oslo Accords, marking a significant step 
towards peace negotiations between Israel and the Palestinians. The primary 
triggers for this uprising were the escalated Israeli land seizures and settlement 
activities in the West Bank and Gaza Strip, which intensified after the right-wing 
Likud party's electoral victory in 1977, and the heightened Palestinian protests 


following Israel's incursion into Lebanon in 1982. 


Israel responded to the uprising by deploying around 80,000 soldiers. However, its 
countermeasures, initially involving the frequent use of live ammunition during riots, 
were widely criticized as disproportionate. The Israeli Defense Forces' rules of 
engagement were also condemned for their liberal use of lethal force, although 
Israel argued that such force was necessary due to Palestinian violence. In the first 
13 months alone, 332 Palestinians and 12 Israelis lost their lives. The adoption of 
semi-lethal plastic bullets followed public outrage over images showing soldiers 
beating young protesters with clubs. Throughout the Intifada's duration, Israeli 
security forces were responsible for the deaths of approximately 1,162-1,204 


Palestinians. 


In addition to casualties, there were significant injuries on both sides, with around 
100 Israeli civilians and 60 IDF personnel killed, often by militants operating outside 
the Intifada's control. Over 1,400 Israeli civilians and 1,700 soldiers were injured. 
Intra-Palestinian violence also emerged as a notable aspect of the Intifada, with 
approximately 822 Palestinians executed on suspicion of collaborating with Israel 
between 1988 and April 1994. During this period, Israel reportedly obtained 
information from roughly 18,000 compromised Palestinians, although fewer than 
half were proven to have any contact with Israeli authorities. The Second Intifada 


followed from September 2000 to 2005. 
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2. Second Wave Intifada 


The second wave of the Intifada, also known as the Al-Aqs 4 Intifada, commenced 
in September 2000 and gradually dissipated by late 2005, marked by ongoing 
violence rather than a singular event. Over the course of these uprisings, more than 


5,000 Palestinians and approximately 1,400 Israelis lost their lives. 


Ariel Sharon's incursion with over 1,000 troops into the al-Aqsa Mosque compound 
in occupied East Jerusalem ignited the uprising. While Sharon's actions acted as the 
immediate trigger, the underlying discontent leading to the intifada stemmed from 


past failed peace initiatives aimed at addressing the occupation. 


The background of the second intifada traces back to historical grievances, notably 
the United Nations resolution on Palestine in 1949. This resolution allocated a 
disproportionately larger portion of land to Israel compared to Arab nations, leading 
to ongoing conflicts over the subsequent decades. Jerusalem, being a holy site for 
Christianity, Judaism, and Islam, became a focal point of contention between Israel 


and Palestine. 


Sharon's controversial visit to the Temple Mount in Jerusalem on September 28, 
2000, further exacerbated tensions, particularly as it coincided with the anniversary 
of the 1982 Sabra and Shatila massacre. However, Palestinian frustration had been 
mounting due to successive Israeli governments’ failure to adhere to the Oslo 


Accords and the continued expansion of Israeli settlements in Palestinian territories. 


The rapid increase in Israeli settlements from 1993 to 2000, doubling the settler 
population, undermined the prospect of an independent Palestinian state as 
stipulated in the Oslo agreement. These actions, perceived as provocative and 
contrary to Palestinian interests, fueled anger and led to the outbreak of the Second 


Intifada. 
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The intensification of violence during the intifada saw Palestinians resorting to 
roadside bombs and conventional weapons, while the Israeli Defense Force 
responded with tanks and combat helicopters in Palestinian communities. The cycle 
of violence escalated, contributing to the prolonged duration and heightened 


casualties of the uprising. 


3. Third Wave Intifada 


The third wave intifada began as the new government of Benjamin Netanyahu 
provoked another war against the Palestinian people when he allowed his Minister 
of National Security, Itamar Ben-Gvir to pay a visit to Jerusalem’s Temple Mount 
which has created increased tensions. With this event the Third Intifada was initiated 
by the Palestinian resistance including Hamas, Fatah and others because this 
provocation had not only angered the Palestinians, but it has angered all Muslims 


from around the world. 


The extremist minister Itamar Ben-Gvir stormed the Al-Aqsa Mosque courtyard On 
January 3rd, 2023 in the context of the occupation’s continued aggression against 


the city of Jerusalem and Al-Aqsa Mosque with the aim of Judaizing it. 


Israeli far-right extremists called for a Jewish Temple to be built to replace the 
Al-Aqsa Mosque which angered the Muslim world who has over 1 billion people 


which would lead to a bloody war against the self-declared Jewish state. 


With this third Intifada, a world war is upon us, so everyone should prepare 


themselves for difficult times ahead, the future is uncertain. 


As the final preparation of the world government, the Palestinians are being 
removed from Gaza in horrible manner. This has been explained by Yuval Abraham 


in (Global Research, November 1, 2023) as follows: 


“The Israeli Ministry of Intelligence is recommending the forcible and permanent 


transfer of the Gaza Strip’s 2.2 million Palestinian residents to Egypt’s Sinai Peninsula, 
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according to an official document revealed in full for the first time by +972’s partner 


site Local Call. 


“The 10-page document, dated Oct. 13, 2023, bears the logo of the Intelligence 
Ministry — a small governmental body that produces policy research and shares its 
proposals with intelligence agencies, the army, and other ministries. It assesses three 
options regarding the future of the Palestinians in the Gaza Strip in the framework of 
the current war, and recommends a full population transfer as its preferred course of 
action. It also calls on Israel to enlist the international community in support of this 


endeavor. 


“The document recommends that Israel act to “evacuate the civilian population to 
Sinai” during the war; establish tent cities and later more permanent cities in the 
northern Sinai that will absorb the expelled population; and then create “a sterile 
zone of several kilometers ... within Egypt, and [prevent] the return of the population 


|.” 


to activities/residences near the border with Israel.” At the same time, governments 
around the world, led by the United States, must be mobilized to implement the 


move. 


“The document unequivocally and explicitly recommends transferring Palestinian 
civilians from Gaza as the desired outcome of the war. The transfer plan is divided 
into several stages. In the first stage, action must be taken so that the population of 
Gaza “evacuates south,” while the air strikes focus on the northern Gaza Strip. In the 
second stage, a ground incursion into Gaza will begin, leading to the occupation of 
the entire Strip from north to south, and the “cleansing of the underground bunkers 
of Hamas fighters.” Concurrently with the re-occupation of Gaza, Palestinian civilians 
will be moved into Egyptian territory, and not be allowed to return. “It is important 
to leave the travel routes to the south open to enable the evacuation of the civilian 


population toward Rafah,” the document states. 


“The document make clear that there is no hope of returning to the territories Israel 


will soon occupy”. 
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Conclusion 


Why can’t the human race live in peace and enjoy the bounties and blessing God 
provides for our use and benefit in such abundance?

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Appendix 
Speech of Rabbi Rabinovich, January 12th, 1952 on the Third World War 


A report from Europe carried the following speech of Rabbi Emanuel Rabinovich 
before a special meeting of the Emergency Council of European Rabbis in Budapest, 
Hungary, January 12, 1952: 


"Greetings, my children; you have been called her to recapitulate the principal steps of 
our new program. As you know, we had hoped to have twenty years between wars to 
consolidate the great gains which we made from World War II, but our increasing 
numbers in certain vital areas is arousing opposition to us, and we must now work with 
every means at our disposal to precipitate World War III within five years. [They did not 


precipitate World War III but they did instigate the Korean War when on June 25, 1950 they ordered the 
North Korean army to launch a surprise attack on South Korea. On June 26, the U.N. Security Council 


condemned the invasion as aggression and ordered withdrawal of the invading forces]. 


"Then on June 27, 1950, our Jewish American President Truman ordered air and naval 
units into action to enforce the U.N. order. [Not achieving their full goals, they then instigated 


the overthrow of South Vietnam Ngo Dinh Diem, Premier under Bao Dai, who deposed the monarch in 
1955 and established a republic with himself as President. Diem used strong U.S. backing to create an 
authoritarian regime, which soon grew into a full scale war, with Jewish pressure escalating U.S. 


involvement]. 


"The goal for which we have striven so concertedly FOR THREE THOUSAND 
YEARS is at last within our reach, and because its fulfillment is so apparent, it 
behooves us to increase our efforts and our caution tenfold. I can safely promise you 
that before ten years have passed, our race will take its rightful place in the world, with 
every Jew a king and every Gentile a slave (Applause from the gathering). 


"You remember the success of our propaganda campaign during the 1930's, which 
aroused anti-American passions in Germany at the same time we were arousing 
anti-German passions in America, a campaign which culminated in the Second World 
War. 


"A similar propaganda campaign is now being waged intensively throughout the world. 
A war fever is being worked up in Russia by an incessant anti-American barrage while 


a nationwide anti-Communist scare is sweeping America. 


"This campaign is forcing all the smaller nations to choose between the partnership of 
Russia or an alliance with the United States. 
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"Our most pressing problem at the moment is to inflame the lagging militaristic spirit of 
the Americans. 


"The failure of the Universal Military Training Act was a great setback to our plans, but 
we are assured that a suitable measure will be rushed through Congress immediately 
after the 1952 elections. 


"The Russians, as well as the Asiatic peoples, are well under control and offer no 
objections to war, but we must wait to secure the Americans. This we hope to do with 
the issue of ANTISEMITISM, which worked so well in uniting the Americans against 
Germany. 


"We are counting heavily on reports of anti-Semitic outrages in Russia to whip up 
indignation in the United States and produce a front of solidarity against the Soviet 
power. 


"Simultaneously, to demonstrate to Americans the reality of anti-Semitism, we will 
advance through new sources large sums of money to outspokenly anti-Semitic 
elements in America to increase their effectiveness, and WE SHALL STAGE 
ANTISEMITIC OUTBREAKS IN SEVERAL OF THEIR LARGEST CITIES. 


"This will serve the double purpose of exposing reactionary sectors in America, which 
then can be silenced, and of welding the United States into a devoted anti-Russian unit. 


[Note: Protocol of Zion No. 9, para. 2, states that anti-Semitism is controlled by them. At the time of this 


speech they had already commenced their campaign ofantiSemitism in Czechoslovakia]. 


"Within five years, this program will achieve its objective, the Third World War, which 
will surpass in destruction all previous contests. 


"Israeli, of course, will remain neutral, and when both sides are devastated and 
exhausted, we will arbitrate, sending our Control Commissions into all wrecked 
countries. This war will end for all time our struggle against the Gentiles. 


“We Will Openly Reveal Our Identity With The Races Of Asia And Africa. 


“T can state with assurance that the last generation of white children is now being born. 
Our Control Commissions will, in the interests of peace and wiping out interracial 
tensions. 


"Forbid the whites to mate with whites. The white women must cohabit with members 
of the dark races, the white men with black women. 


"Thus the white race will disappear, for the mixing of the dark with the white means the 
end of the white man, and our most dangerous enemy will become only a memory. 
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"We shall embark upon an era of ten thousand years of peace and plenty, the Pax 
Judaica, and our race will rule undisputed over the world. 


"Our superior intelligence will easily enable us to retain mastery over a world of dark 
peoples." 


Question from the gathering: Rabbi Rabinovich, what about the various religions after 
the Third World War? 


Rabinovich: 


"There will be no more religions. Not only would the existence of a priest class remain 
a constant danger to our rule, but belief in an afterlife would give spiritual strength to 
irreconcilable elements in many countries, and enable them to resist us. 


"We will, however, retain the rituals and customs of Judaism as the mark of our 
hereditary ruling caste, strengthening our racial laws so that no Jew will be allowed to 
marry outside our race, nor will any stranger be accepted by us. 


[Note: Protocol of Zion No. 17 para. 2, states: 'Now that freedom of conscience has been declared 
everywhere (as a result of their efforts they have previously stated] 


“Only years divide us from the moment of the complete wrecking of that [hated] 
Christian religion. As to other religions, we shall have still less difficulty with them.’ 


"We may have to repeat the grim days of World War I, when we were forced to let the 
Hitlerite bandits sacrifice some of our people, in order that we may have adequate 
documentation and witnesses to legally justify our trial and execution of the leaders of 
America and Russia as war criminals, after we have dictated the peace. 


"I am sure you will need little preparation for such a duty, for sacrifice has always been 
the watchword of our people, and the DEATH OF A FEW THOUSAND JEWS in 
exchange for world leadership is indeed a SMALL PRICE TO PAY. 


"To convince you of the certainty of that leadership, let me point out to you how we 
have turned all of the inventions of the White Man into weapons against him. HIS 
PRINTING PRESSES AND RADIOS are the MOUTHPIECES OF OUR DESIRES, 
and his heavy industry manufactures the instruments which he sends out to arm Asia 
and Africa against him. 


"Our interests in Washington are greatly extending the POINT FOUR PROGRAM (viz. 
COLOMBO PLAN) for developing industry in backward areas of the world, so that 
after the industrial plants and cities of Europe and America are destroyed by atomic 
warfare, the Whites can offer no resistance against the large masses of the dark races, 
who will maintain an unchallenged technological superiority. 
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"And so, with the vision of world victory before you, go back to your countries and 
intensify your good work, until that approaching day when Israeli will reveal herself in 
all her glorious destiny as the Light of the World."
